More Litigation Over the Texas Cen- 
tral Reorganization. 

New York, Aug. 16—({By the As- 
sociated Press.]!

Co. bankers, have begun another suit 
in the Supreme Court against the Cen- 
tral Trust Company, C. P. Huntington 
and the Houston and Texas Central. 
This is a continuation of the fight of 
Gernebeim against the alleged unjust 
assessment made under the reorgani- 
zation of the Houston and Texas Cen- 
tral upon the stockholders of the old 
company. The suit recently deter- 
mined was to upset an assessment of 
$73 per share. In that case the assess- 
ment was set aside.

HONDURAS EXPLAINS 


HER HOSTILE ATTITUDE TOWARD 
SALVADOR. 


The Latter Country Charged With 
Various Acts of Enmity—Peace 
Negotiations With Guate-

Crry oF Mexico, Aug. 16.—[By the 
Associated Press.] “A dispatch from 
Tegucigaipa says that in answer to 
Gen. Ezeta’s request that Honduras 
explain her attitude in the present 
difficulty, Sefior Selaya, Honduras Sec- 
retary of Foreign Affairs, has answered 
as follows: “It u true Honduras 
placed and is still placing troops on the 
Honduras-Salvador frontier.

THE DEFENDANT'S TESTIMONY. 


He Repeats Under the Oath the 
Statements Heretofore Made 
Three Decisions by Com- 
missioner Van Dyke. 

The trial of Clayton White, who is 
charged with having assaulted his wife 


With intent to kill her, was resumed 


yesterday morning at 10 o’clock in De- 
partment One before Judge Cheney. 
Mr. White continued to serve as bis 
own lawyer. 

The first witness was J ohnny Layng, 
a boy of 14. IIe testified ag follows: 
On the 22d of June I saw Mr. White in 
his front yard. He bad Mrs. White by 
the throat and was pulling her hair 
and striking her in the face. Quite a 
number of people came up. I heard 
White say to my sister that Mrs. White 
had ruined him—that she had been 
lying about him, 

Cross-examination: When I first saw 
it I was across the street from the 
house. Mrs. Powers told me to go 
after an officer, and I told the street 
car conductor to send one. I sawa 
pistol in White’s pocket. When he 
drew out his handkerchief near our 
back gate I saw the handle of the re- 
volver. I am not hostile to the de- 
fendant and have not tried to get up 
any testimony against him. I saw no 
pistol while the striking was going on. 


Mrs. White walked across the street. 
Sue did not run. 

Q—Now was thore anyone there to 
prevent me from doing a good deal 
more damage to Mrs. White if I had 
chosen to do so? 

A—Yes, Mr. Freidrichs. 


' White stoop and pick up something on 


the lawn; I.could not see just what it 
was. Iam friendly with Mrs. Wite. I 
am not a pet of her's. 

The prosecution here rested its case 
With the exception of the testimony of 
Dr. Morrison, who was not present. 

THE DEFENSE. 

Under stipulation, Mr. White then 
read the testimony of Mrs. Clara 
Powers, taken at the preliminary ex- 
amination, In it Mrs. Powers testified 
to having seen the affair on the lawn. 
She hud come up near them, and Mr. 
White warned her away, and said that 
she would get hurt. Tuis testi- 
mony was offered by the defense 
although it was difficuilttosee wherein 
it benefited the defendant. 

Dr. M. H. Morrison was then called 
by the prosecuton. He said: I am 
Police Surgeon of this city. 1 made an 
examination of Mrs. White on the 
22nd of June at the residence of Mrs. 
Smith, opposite her house. I found 
her right shoulder broken, various 
bruises about the body and face, the 
thumb red and. swollen. The next day 
she complaibed of a pain in her side. 
The injuries were serious but not dan- 
gerous. I visited her about six weeks 
and*she was confined to her bed during 
that time. a 

Cross-examination: The clavicle is 
one of the easiest bones to break. It 
is often broken by a fall.

eee tending toshow that Mrs 
ite was affected mentally by the 
trouble of her eyes, and Dr. Morrison 
was called upon to deliver something 
of a lecture on the subject of the uses 
and effects of belladoua.. He said that 
in this case it had been given inter- 
nally only once, and at other times 
locally in the eye. 

Mr. White endeavored to show that 
even the small quantity used would so 
affect the system as to cause mental 
trouble. 

Dr. Morrison said thatif the given 
amount was applied locally twice a day 
for a year it would have no such effect. 

Mr. White then read the testimony 
of Henry Friedrichs, taken before the 
inferior court as follows: The first I 
saw of Mr. White and his wife they 
were standing up together on the lawn. 
The next thing I saw they were lyſu 
onthe ground. It looked as thoug 
he were trying to hold her down. 1 
saw her kick him but I did not see him 
strike her. When I got near to them 
she got loose.

Considerabie delay was occasioned 
by the fact that Mrs. Smith, who had 
been subpoenaed as a witness for the 
defense, hud not arrived, but had sent 
word through the Sheriff that she was 
too ill to come.

White was put upon the stand by the 
prosecution in rebuttal. She said:

1 
heard ber tell the same story several 
times. She said that White came to 
her house in the custody of an officer 
and asked to hear what she was going 
to testify to in the trial. She A that 
White begged that she would make the 
evidence us easy as possible.

shoot her. Mrs. Powers came to see 
me twice a day for some time—perhaps 
ten times. She repeatedly told the 


story. 
Nothing was brought out in cross-ex- 


amination. 


Mrs. Nannie Floyd was the next 
witness. She testified as follows: I 
first saw Mrs. Powers at the house of 
Mrs White the day after the trouble. 

The witness was beginning to tell of 
statements made by Mrs. Powers about 
the question of the pistol when the 
Court interposed an objection. The 
defendant, he said, was his own lawyer 
and was pluinly not familiar with 
criminal procedure. The Court could 
not however. allow such an irregularity 
as the introduction ot testimony of this 
character. It was not allowable: as 
impeachment, as Mrs. Powers had not 
been an actual witness in the case. 
Mr. White then moved to strike out 
Mrs. White's testimony on the same 
ground, and the motion was, after 
some discussion, granted. 

Mr. White then took the stand him- 
self and asked permission to read his 
testimony. It was objected to and

is testimony as follows: . 

The person on whom I am charged 
with making this assault was my wife 
from 1881 to the 12th of June last. 
Then we secured a friendly divorce. 
We sat down like sensible people and 
decided to separate.

about it, and many of our neighbors 
did not know we were divorced. She 
had some property which was badly 
tangled up with mortg I put up 
a sign at my office to sell her property. 
I had gone into bankruptcy, but she 
had expectations of property. That 
was the state of affairs I had been 
accustomed to go in the evening to 
see the children. We were on as good 
terms as most married couples in this 
to-day. 

n the Sunday when the trouble 
took place I went over to the house. I 
met the little girl on the way and took 
her to the house. I knocked at the 
front door and Mrs. White let me in. 
We went into the dining room. I sat 
down with the children and began to 
draw pictures for them on their black- 
board. At last she came iu and said: 
Some prominent man has been telling 
my sister that it is a common impres- 
sion that you are crazy.“ I demanded 
to know the name, but she refused to 
tell. I began to reflect on my si us- 
tion, that | was without a dollar in the 
world, and I felt this additional stab 
was more than [ could stand. I was 
overcome with emotion, and I feil 
down on the sofa and began to cry. I 
could not help it. No sooner had I 
fallen there than she grabbed up the 
children and said: ‘I wish you would 
not make such a noise in my house.”’ 
Then she went out on the porch. I 
stayed there ten minutes, and then 
the little boy came in and I asked him 
to ask his mother to come back. She 
came, and [ asked again to know who 
it was that had slandered me. She 
refused to say. I will tell you that 1 
had a revolver in my ket. 
It had worked out so that as rose 
I felt it about to drop out of my pocket 
and I grabbed for it, feat eng it would 
fall. As I did so she screamed and 
rushed for the front door. I did not 
know hardly what I was doing, but I 
rushed after her. I put the revolver 
in my pocket as I did so I Knew she 
would go and tell her; neighbors that I 
had been trying to kill her.

[ went right over and tried to explain. 
Then I went to the Smith House, 
where Mrs. White was, and offered to 
do anything for my wife. They told me 
that she feared me and that I had bet- 
ter go away. I went back to the house 
and picked up my cuff which lay on 
the lawn. At the house I found Officer 
Hoff. I gave him a card aud told him 
he could find me at that address. 
He went over toward where my wife 
was, and fearing that she might 
tell bim everything, I sent word to 
her that she need not answer his ques- 
tions unless she wished. The next day 
I met her sister on the street corner 
and went with her tothe house. I 
found Mrs. White in bed and I told 
her then that I did not intend to injure 
her at all and offered to do anything 
that I could to help her. She said 
that Ishould not be prosecuted. It 
was two days later that I was arrested, 
tirst on the charge of battery, and then 
et n charge of assault with intent to 
kill. 
I had a revolver in my pocket when 
the alleged assault took place. I was 
afraid that | might meet her brother 
there, who was hostile to me and a bad 
man to meet. 

Mr. White then gave a full descrip- 
tion of the position of the various 
objects about the yard, illustrating it 


by «a diagram. 


Cross examination: I never ordered 
Mrs. White to get a divorce. I gave 
ner full control of the children and she 
was to support them. 

You say that you and your wife had 


in the presence of Mrs. Floyd. Did 
you not there say, “I ought to cut 
your heart out?” 

A—Weill, Mrs. White was joking 
about some old sweetheart of hers and 
I got mad and cursed the whole fam! 
ly. I also said something about 
breaking up the furniture. It was my 
turniture. 

(J—Why were you divorced? 
A—Because she did not keep the 
agreement into which we entered. 
The agreement was that when she saw 
me do anytuing that she did not like 
rhe would come and tell me and 
not tell others. . 

After he left the stand Mr. White 
asked permission to return and added 
to his testimony this statement: “I 
did not draw a revolveron my wife 
nor did I strike or threaten to kill her. 
Cousiderable difficulty was exper- 
lenced in bringing Mr. White's testi- 
mony to u close ashe, acting in the 
double capacity of a witness and law- 
yer, became sumewhat confused over 
whut was testimony and what was 
argument, 

r. Hardesty then addressed the 
jury ina brief speech. He reviewed 
the evidence, showing that an assault 
had been completed and that the de- 
fendant had attempted to kill his wife. 
He scored Mr. White very severely for 
his cowardice and brutality. 

Mr. White followed in a speech that 
lasted about an hour, but was not fin- 
ished when the court adjourned. His 
4 was substantially that outlined in 

is testimony, that he did not mean to 
burt his wife, that he really loved ber 
and that his only intent was to quiet 
her so that the attention of the neigh- 
bors would not be attracted by the per- 
formance. He admitted that bis con- 
duct nad been in some respects unwise 
but denied that it was criminal. 

An adjournment was finally taken at 
5 o’clock until tomorrow at 10.

In short, 
the ditch was in as good condition as 
au open zanjacould be expected, neither 
better nor worse.

Beef, mutton and wool. are all low, but 
posts and wire necessary to fence a pasture 
cost as much as they ever did. The cost of 
procuring materials and putting them to- 
gether so as to afford protection to animals 
during storms and in winter has not been 
reduced with all the decline in farm prod-, 
ucts. The price of cloth is not affected ap- 
preciably by the fall in wool. A farmer 
may get a small price for the hides he has 
to dispose of, but be pays a high price for 
the boots, shoes and harness that he is 
obliged to purchase. 


Here, in Southern California, our bus- 
bandmen are entirely independent of 
the prices of beef, mutton, wool, and 
hides, and they have no winter storms 
to guard against. The lot of the South- 
ern California horticulturist is truly an 
enviable one.

Two very opposing views in regard 
to the fur-seal question were placed 
Mr. | 
Liebes, the president of the North 
American Commercial Company, re- | 
ported his agent as saying that, up to 
July, only twenty thousand seal skins 
had been taken, that the rookeries 
were almost deserted, and that, unless 
Bering Sea is closed to all nations 
during July, August and September, 
the fur seal will become extinct; this 
state of affairs being due to poachers, 
who kill females of all ages, while the 
Commercial Company is allowed to kill 
only young males. On the othor hand, 
a British member of Parliament— 


Alexander Stavely Hall—stated in the 

Hoifse of Commons, on Friday, that 

careful inquiry on the spot had satis- 
fed him that the methods by which 

British vessels conducted their fishing, 

led to no undue waste of seal life 

—that it was not the case that female 
seals were recklessly slain. 

We doubt the soundnessof the British 
claim here set up, for the reason that 
it is impossible to discriminate in the 
matier of sexes when killing seals in 
the open sea. The animals rising to 
the surface of the water are shot from 
their boats by the poachers, and it is 
notorious tbat a marauding seal hunter 
never stops to make fine distinctions as 
to sex or age when he has a gun in his 
hand. The ouly lawful and sensible 
method of killing is upon the land, 
where the seals are rounded upin great 
droves and the “killabie” animals care- 
fully selected from the mass, the fe- 
males being religiously spared. In this 
way only can the precious seal life be 
preserved, to continue, as it has been 
for the past twenty years, the most 
valuable interest of the kind, within 
the same area, in the known habitable 
globe. 

With such widely differing opinions 
on the subject existing on the two 
sides of the Atlantic, it looks like a 
difficult task to attempt to reach any 
satisfactory agreements, yet Salisbury, 
in his latest dispatch to Blaine, just 
made public, announces the readiness 
of the British government to refer the 
question, with the issues dependent 
thereon, to impartial arbitration. It 
is te be hoped that some honorable 
and satisfactory solution of the 
difficulty may be found without a re- 
sort to vi et armis. But Americans 
must stand by the American idea, as 
expressed by Secretary Blaine. 


THE COAST RAILROAD, 


It recently looked as if the prospect 


ofthe early completion of the coast 
railway to San Francisco was as dubi- 
ous as ever. Sometime ago the citizens 
along the coast counties raised a con- 
siderable subsidy, which the Southern 
Pacific.however, refused. Later, when 
the building of the Santa Fe to San 
Francisco became a certainty, the de- 
cision was reconsidered and the offer 
accepted. There was, however, a bitch 
about the question of limitation of 
time, the citizens: demandi g and the 
railroad refusing to accept such a 
clause. The matter has now been set- 
tled by the Citizens’ Committee agree- 
ing to obtain and donate to the rail- 
road company tie right-of-way and 
depot facilities only, without bonus, 
in consideration of the company’s 
commencing the construction of the 
road immediately upon the procure- 
ment of said _ right-of-way and 
pushing the work vigorously to 
completion, the period of time 
not to exceed three years. This 
proposition has been accepted by Mr. 
Crocker. An agreement in accordance 
therewith is to be immediately pre- 
pared, and the work of obtaining the 
right-of-way will commence at once. 
The rich coast counties of Ventura, 
Santa Barbara, San Luis Obispo and 
Monterey are to be congratulated on 
this good news. They form one 
of the most desirabfe-sections of the 
State, for residence, for travel or for 
horticultural and stock-raising pur- 
poses, but have hitherto been badly 
handicapped by difficulty of access 
from the business centers of the State. 
With the completion of a through line 
will come legitimate prosperity to 
these counties. The building of the 
road will also be appreciated by South- 
ern Californians who have occasion to 
make the trip northward through the 
San Joaquin Valley in the summer 
months.

The Kaiser on His Way to 
Russia. 


Peace or War Depending on the Re- 
gult of the Conference. 


French Merchants Protest Against the 
McKinley Bill. 


Salisbury’s Latest Dispatch in the 
Bering Sed Negotlations—The 
London Press on the Fish- 
erles Dispute. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Bern, Aug. 16—{Copyright 1890, by 
the New York Associated Press.] The 
German iron-clad Irene and imperial 
yacht Hohenzollern were sighted off 
Memee this morning. They stopped for 
the Emperor William’s dispatches and 
then proceeded northward for Revel, 
where they are timed to arrive early 
tomorrow. A Russian squadron, con- 
sisting of eighteen vesseis under com- 
mand of Grand Duke Alexis will fire a 
salute upon the arrival of the German 
vessels. Grand Dake Vladimir will 
receive the Emperor upon the landing 
and the regiment of St. Petersburg, 
grenadie s of which the Kaiser is hon- 
orary colonel, will form a guard of 
honor. The Emperor’s stay at Revel 
will be very brief. The Czar desired 
that the Emperor should go straight to 
St. Petersburg instead of landing at a 
place where German sentiment contin- 
ues strong. The Kaiser was not left 
in ignorance of the Czar’s wishes, but 
having expressed his determination to 
see Revel, in which town he was inter- 
ested, he declined to alter the route. 

THE COMING MEETING. 

The whole initial circumstances of 
the Emperor’s entrance into Russia 
will militate against monarchism, and 
his meeting with the Czur will be ina 


genuine spirit of cordiality. At noon 
the Emperor will start for Narva. 


That city is already decorated 
with flags and garlands. Russian 
police will guard the approaches 


to the villa where the meeting be- 
tween the Czar and Emperor takes 
place, and they will be assisted by fifty 
German police. Public traffic on the 
railway connecting Narva with St. 
Petersburg bas been suspended, and 
the line will be used solely for official 
business during the coming week.

BERING SEA TROUBLES. 


Lord Salisbury’s Latest Dispatch to 
Secretary Biaine. 

. Lonpon, Aug. 16.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.! Salisbury’s latest 
dispatch to Biaine, relative to the 
Bering Sea dispute, beurs the date of 
August 2d. After quoting from his- 
torical documents, the dispatch con- 
cludes: 

These show that England refused to ad- 
mit any part of the Russian el im asserted 
in the ukase of 1821 to marine jurisdiction 
and exclusive right of fishing throughout 
the whole extent from Bering Straits to the 
fifty-first parallel; also that the convention 
of 1825 was reg rded by both sides as a re- 
nunciation on the part of Russia of the 
claim in its entirety, and that although 
Bering Straits were known and specificaily 
— for, Bering Was not 

nuwn by that name, but was re- 
arded as partof the Pacific Ocean. Her 

ajesty’s government always claimed free- 
dom of navigation and fishing in Bering 
Sea outside the limitofa marine league 
from the coast. It is impossibie to admit 
that the right to fish and catch seais in the 
high seasjcan be held to be abandoned by a 
nation from the mere fact that for a certain 
number of years it bad not suited the sub- 
ets of that nation to exercise such rights. 

t must be remembered the existence of 
British Columbia as a colony and the de- 
velopment of the colony’s shipping inter- 
ests are comparatively recent. If the 
United States Government continues to 
differ with Great Britain as to the legality 
of recent captures, Her Majesty’s govern. 
ment is ready to refer the question, with the 
issues dependent thereon, to impartial ar- 
bitration, 

The Pall Mall Gazette, discussing 
the Bering Sea question says: 

The full text of Secretary Adams’ dis- 
atch to the British government does not 
nvalidate Salisbury’s argument, which

DESTRUCTION ISLAND. 


Description of the Most Remote Section 
of the United States. 

Sam C. Price, of the Wilson mine, at 
Horseshoe, who has recently taken charge 
of that property, has been engaged for sev- 
eral years in what might be termed the 
“Farest Far West,“ having lived for a 
number of years in the employ of the gov- 
ernment at Destruction Island. There are 
few, indeed, but who have heard of De- 
struction Island lighthouse, but few in- 
deed know of the country Lying adjacent to 
it. In fact, there is probably no more re- 
mote or less known corner of the United 
States, outside of Alaska, than that por- 
tion of the new state of Washington lying 
between the Olympic rangeand the Pacific 
ovea.

The section is known as the Quillayute 
country, the nearest postoffice to Destruc- 
tion Island being Tapash, at the mouth of 
the Quillayute river, thirty-five miles 
south of Cape Flattery and eighteen miles 
north of the island. It is located on a 
small bay thatis partly sheltered by pro- 
jecting reef recks and islands. 

“The Quillayute river,” Mr. Price said, 
“formerly entered into the north side of 
the bay, near large rock islands, which pre- 
vented the forming of a bar across its 
mouth, and small schooners could safely 
enter the river. About sixteen years ago, 
during a freshet, the river made a new out- 
let through the beach, one mile north, an! 
the old one was soon closed up. The pres- 
ent mouth is shifting and obstructed by 
sand bars. The former outlet was about 
twelve feet deep at low tide, of good width 
and also permanent. The expense of turn- 
ing the river into its old outlet would be 
comparatively small, the improvement 
would restore a much needed harbor for 
small craft and materially assist in the de- 
velopment of the country. 

“The last year I was on Destruction 
Island a great many new people went into 
the Quillayute valley, and all the open land 
and most of that along the river and its 
branches had been taken up. There are 
large bodies of the timber lands situated 
near the river, and that which has been 
surveyed is being rapidly taken up. Near- 
ly the whole region is thickly covered with 
héavy, open prairies, scattered about like 
oases ina desert. While Indians bave pre- 
dominated it will, no doubt, be a great sur- 
prise to most people to know that white 
settlers have lived along this valley for up- 
ward of years. 

“Although the soil is very good more at- 
tention is paid to raising cattle and sheep, 

as they are more marketable than vegeta- 
ble products. The only direct means of 
communication with the outside world is 
over a rough wagon road to Pysbt, on the 
Straits of Fucca, a distance of forty miles. 

“At Tapush is a store with a general 
stock, the goods being brought around from 
Seattle in a schooner and landed by means 
of canoes. Tapush is the principal village 
of the Quillayute Indians, although the 
land was purchased from them by the gov- 
ernment many years ago and opened for 
settlement. These Indians are much more 
progressive than those found. elsewhere. 
They have had a good school for several 
years, and have made considerable im- 
provement in ways of living and general 
conditions. There are about three hun- 
dred of them. The majority of them live 
in modern frame houses, and have all the 
comforts usually found in a dwelling. 

In the village of Tapush there are very 
few white settlers. The Indians make 
their living principally by catching seal and 
whale, and by the annual trip to the Up- 
per Sound country to pick hops. The seal- 
ing season commences about April 1 and 
lasts several months. They goout intheir 
canoes straight off the coast from fifteen 
to twenty miles on bright, pleasant days, 
and finding the seal floating around asleep 
quietly spear them. The catch amounts 
to from eigh to fifteen hundred in a sea- 
soi. Whales are secured by spearing them 
with strong, barbed spears attached to 
poles, which have fastened to them several 
large bladders or skins filled with air. 
When enough of them are fastened toa 
whale they prevent him from going below, 
and he is easily captured, hauled on the 
beach in the bay and cut up. 

“There are six Indian villages along the 
coast between Gray’s harbor and the 
Straights of Fucca, each of a separate tribe 
and speaking a different language. Nearly

THE 


WAY AN ITALIAN NEWSBOY 
SPENDS HIS BUSY LIFE. 


Out with the Sun and Working Until 
After It Setse—How His Time Is Oc- 
eupied, His Earnings and His Half 
Moliday Each Week, with No Vacation. 


This is the story of a day in the life of 
Tony, a Brooklyn newsboy, and it is not 
unlike the story of many other newsboys 
and of six days in the week. Of course 
Tony has another name, but what it is not 
half a dozen boys of his acquaintance 
could tell, and not one of them cares He 

as born in Brooklyn fourteen ycarp ago, 

d he has never been anywhere else ex- 
cept in Park row, between the bridge en- 
trance and Ann street. He never saw 
Central park or the Battery, and he has 
never been at Coney Island. Once he went 
to a circus, and a few times he has sat in 
the gallery of atheatre and watched very 
thrilling plays, which were as real to him 
as could be. 

Tony’s father and mother are Italians. 
His father owns two fruit stands, but he 
cannot speak English. His mother sfieaks 
Englisb, and so do his brother, the barber, 
and his sister, who was married when she 
was 17 years old. When the mother gets | 
through with her housework she sits and 
knits. “Her fingers fly; you ought to see 
her,” says Tony, proudly. 

And Tony himself—well, he is a brown 


faced youngster, with big brown eyes and 


a robust figure. He wears a No. 7 hat aud 
No. 6 shoes, and is as good looking as any 


boy should be, and wholesome looking 


withal. His clothes are pretty ragged, and 

his face and hands ed dirty, but if that 

were not so he would be, perhaps, unpleas- 

antly conspicuous among the other boys. 
HIS EARLY MORNING VENTURE. 

His life? It begins early in the day. Not 
later than 4 0’clock every morning in the 
weck and every week in the year Tony’s 
father or mother wakes him up. Possibly 
he had rather sleep, but business is busi- 
ness, and a boy cannot sell papers lying in 
bed. There is no breakfast waiting for 
him, but down the street near the bridge 


there is a little eating house where he buys along the ground and hit Williams on the 


a cup ot coffeeandrollfor5cents. Then as 

uickly as he can he comes over to New 
Pork on a bridge car. In pleasant weather 
this turning out early, when the flush is in 
the eastern sky and the shadows still linger 
in dark places, is not so bad, though it 
makes Tony shivera bit when he comes 
out into the cool air; but in winter it is 
black night and miserable indeed. 

In New York Tony buys his papers. He 
takes fifty-five of these. On some of them 
he makes half a cent, on one two-fifths of 
a cent, and on one he has a profit of 1 cent. 
But he does not stop to think of profits. 
He runs to the bridge, rides over, jumps 
ona street car, sells if he can, drops off 
and jumps on another, and so works his 
way up to Fulton street and Flatbust ave- 
nue. That is his field, and there he stays 
till he sells out. When his stout arms are 
empty he is 30 cents richer than when he 

bled out of bed, less 5 for that break- 


But there is areal breakfast waiting at 
home, and if he does not run all the way 
there to get it it is because even his stout 
legs are tired jumping on and off street 
cars. Selling newspapers isn’t any fun, 
and you, my boy, in your smart clothes, 
with your books under your arm, unwill- 
ingly on your way to school, don’t know 
how hard that little boy, with his face the 
color of a bit of new bronze, has been 
working. You have a vacation almost 
within touch, while Tony—well, vacation 
is a word of three syllables, but if it had 

one its meaning Would” be “beyond him. 


— no vacations fot news boys. 


HIS AFTERNOON'S WORK. 

It is past 9 o’clock when Tony gets home, 
and when he has finished breakfast he goes 
to bed. Tony wears fewer clothes than the 

in the avenues, but he regards un- 

and dressing with as much dis- 

favor as they do, and he sleeps in his clothes. 

It is noon when he is again called, and there 
is a dinner to be eaten. 

And now there comes a time concerning 
the disposition of which Tony is not very 
clear. There must be fully an hour when 
he has nothing to do. May be hesits around 
the house watching the flying needles of 
the black-eyed mother, who never calls him 
caro mio, and seldom kisses him—never 
since he grew to be such a big boy. But 
she loves him deeply and would cry and 
moan in her passionate way if one of those 
street cam should run over him and he 
were fetched home some day, as he is likely 
to be, dead or maimed. 

In a little time Tony is out in the street, 
and soon he is one of a mob of boys in 
front of The Eagle office down in that part 
of Fulton street which is coming to be for- 
gotten. Most of the Brooklyn newsboys 
get their afternoon papers there, and it is 
a curious crowd of future men, and wo- 
men, too. Tony smokes a cigarette some- 
times, and he probably is not as careful of 
his speech as he might be. Most of the 
boys are hot careful at all, and smokea 
good deal. It is a pitiful crowd in some 
ways, but the boys play and fight and seem 
to have fun. Tony can fight. He had his 
first fight a year ago, and a few mornings 
ago, just as it was getting light, he and a 
negro boy of his own age fought for half 
an hour on the sidewalk in front of the 
office of the Brooklyn News company in a 
truly reprehensible but not unenjoyable 
manner. 

THIS BOY MAKES A MAN. 

Tony buys 56 evening papers, for which 
he pays 64 cents, and sells them for §1.11. 
Later he buys enough extras to give him 
an additional profit of 32 cents. He rarely 
has wf left, and if he sells all he 
je aA day he makes in all $1.00. It is 

to say that he earns from 90 cents to 
$1 a day, though there are only morning 
— 7 Sunday. He can read very little, 

t he gets around that by shouting noth- 
ing but “Extra!” If he thinks that some 
thing important is in the ye he asks 
some boy who can read to tell him what it 
is, and then crys it. He has been to school 
a little, butone day he had some trouble 
with another boy, and the principal of the 
school to which he was going told him not 
to come any more. He does not like that 
school very well. He says there is a teacher | 
there who makes the boys and girls chew | 
soap when they misbehave, 

It is 9 o'clock when Tony gets through, 
and he goes home to supper. He gives his 
earnings to his mother and goes to bed, 
this time taking off his clothes. Sunday 
afternoons he goes out to Prospect Park 
with some other boys, and they roll around 
on the grass and enjoy themselves. When 
be is confirmed he will, per go to 
chemi now and then.

Too Much Shade. 

Houses in places otherwise unexcep- 
tionable are often so closely overhung with 
trees as to be in a state of humidity by the 
prevention of a free circulation of air and 
a free admission of the sun’s rays. Trees 
growing against the walls of houses and 
shrubs in confined places near dwellings 
are injurious also as favoring humidity. 
At the proper distance, on the other hand, 
trees are favorable to health. On this prin- 
ciple, says Dr. James Clark, it may be un- 
derstood how the inhabitants of one house 
suffer from rheumatism, headache, dys- 
pepsia, nervous affections and other conse- 
quences of living in a confined, humid at- 
mosphere, while their nearest neighbors, 
whose houses are otherwise situated, en- 
joy good health; and even now one side of 
a large building fully exposed to the sun 
and a free 
healthy, while the other side overlooking 
shaded courts or gardens is unhealthy. 
Humid, confined situations, subject to 

t alternations of temperature between 

and night, the most danger- 
ous ofall the physical qualities of the air, 
and humidity in general is the most in- 
jurious to human life. Dryness, with a 
tree circulation of air and a full exposure 
of the sun, are the material things to be at- 
tended to in choosing a residence.—New 
York Commercial Advertiser.

ON THE TRAIL 
A Very Interesting Tour To 
Wilson’s Peak. 


WHAT OUR CORRESPONDENT SAW 


Sublime Heights and Grand Views- 
The Passage de los Burros— 
The Rarity of the 
Alr, Etc, 


Upon the kind invitation of Mr. 
Stiel, of the Wilson’s Peak Hotel, our 
party—all of Los Angeles—recently 
had the pleasure of making the ascent 
to the “dizzy heights beyond the 
clouds,” and of spending a few days 
upon this, one of the most interesting 
mountains of the Sierra Madre range, 
interesting as a health and a pleasure 
resort, for its wild and romantic 
scenery, for the most magnificent view 
from its crest, for its accessibility and 
for the improvements which are being 
made there in the shape of astronom- 
ical observatories, U. S. Signal Service 
stations, camps and hotels. 

The dry, pure rarified air of this 
summit acts as an elixir upon the 
lungs accustomed to breathing the 
heavy, damp, impure and dust-laden 
air of the lower levels. One cannot 
exercise too vigorously at first, nor, 
in fact, can one sleep well 
after a few 
days these symptoms pass away and 
“Richard” is more than “himself 
again.“ 

As a pleasure xesort and a place of 
rest, no spot is at once “so near and 
yet so far’’—seeming, as it does, im- 
mediately above and commanding an 
unsurpassed view of twenty towns and 
half a dozen va leys from Santa Bar- 
bara to San Juan ou the Pacific coast 
and San Bernardino in the interior. A 

lace of quietude, isolation and per- 

ect rest away from all the busy world, 
yet one can almost look over the ledger 
accounts of Los Angeles or touch the 
electric button and descend, so near do 
we seem to Passadena. By the aid of 
a glass one can easily see the smallest 
vessel in the Pacific ocean {fity to 
seventy-five miles away. 

The summit of Wilson’s Peak, as we 

o, is twenty-five miles northeast from 
Angeles—fifteen miles by rail, two 
miles by stage, and seven miles on bur- 
ros, or on foot, tothe Peak.“ where 
we Und ourselves at an elevation of 
about sixty-two hundred feet, at the 
highest point above the waters of 
the deep. The Harvard University bas 
located upon the summit of this 
mountain a very fine astronomical ob- 
servatory and it is frem this point that 
the Spence telescope, the largest in the 
world, is to peer forth into the heavens 
to traverse the Milky Way and to sys- 


nubula of space. 

A Very pleasant ride of forty minutes 
upon the Santa Fé train brought us to 
Santa Anita station, which is located 
upen Lucky Baldwin’s ranch, beariug 
the same name. We found a stage in 
waiting for us, which soon bore us to 
the foot of the trail, where we found in 
readiness the festive patient little 
burro. 

This is when the rea! levity begins 
to see the different types of humanit 
—the thin, the fat; the long, the short 
the timid, the brave (tor here they all 
meet upon one common level) humbly 
take passage upon the hurricane deck 
of a modest mule. 

The burro seldom becomes excited, 
his nerves, in fact, preadapt bim for 
this particular business. However we 
were informed, that, by overioading or 
extreme cruelty,these most patient ani- 
mals had been driven to that degree of 
desperation that they would plunge 
headlong from the trail and down the 
side of the monntain into the abyss 
below—down, down, taking load or 
rider with them, seeming to invite 
their own destruction. But to return 
to our tale. 

Having secured animals, we began 
climbing one of the grandest mountains 
in tiie Sierra Madre range. 

THE ROMANTIC TRAIL. 

Few high mountains are reached by 
so good a trail, being free of very 
steep or difficult grades. 

By a beautiful, solid path with a 
thousand graceful curves and mean- 
deriugs we wended our way, climbing 
very rapidly for the first mile and a 
half; then up and down easy grades 
we course our way for two miles fur- 
ther to the “Half Way House“. 
This is a resting place in a beautiful 
grove of pine, cedar and oak trees, 
and a cabin nestled in beside one of 
the most beautiful mountain streams 
ever beheld by man. 

Near the cabin is a waterfall, where 
by day and by night the never-ceasing 
music forms a background for one of 
God’s own pictures, which, once en- 
joyed can never be forgotten. 

During the early portions of our 
journey the sides of the mountain were 

opled with an evergreen—a beauti- 

ul growth of chapparal from eight to 
twelve feetin height, and so thick that 
nowhere can you see the ground. This 
usually overhangs and shades the path- 
way, rendering it cool aud pleusant. 
But, after two miles we occasionally 
find large trees, mostly pine, which in- 
crease in number and size as we ascena 
until by the time we have reached the 
half way station we have quite a forest. 

This trail is quite ancient, having 
been made some twenty-five or thirty 

ears ago by the man whose name lives 

n that of the meuntain upon whose 
side itis built. Thus he has a monu- 
ment not made with hands, but 
“Where the perpetual mountains — wait 

Girded with beauty before His throne, 
Keeping from age to ago inviolate 

His everlasting crown.” 

Upon leaving the Half-way House 
we pass an apple and cherry orchard, 
turn suddenly to the left and start up 
the mountain in earnest. From now 
on our path is more rocky, tortuous, 
less firm and steeper than before, but 
ever-changing scenery causes one to 
forget all fatigue and to be carried 
away upon the wings of thought—it 
enchants us! 

The overhanging cliffs, extending 
almost perpendicularly above our 
heads as far as the eye can reach, 
the terrible chasm thousands of feet 
beneath us. AS we pause, un- 
willing to cease feasting our eyes and 
senses, we can only exclaim grand! 

and!“ 

Now we have a view of unsurpassed 
beauty. © San Gabrié] Valley lies 
at our feet. Then suddenly, as our 


f we become exhausted in the pro- 
tracted—almost superhuman effort re- 
quired to climb this’ mountain we may 
forget all abqut it—forget ourselves in 
the entrancing grandeur which seems 
to eucompass us. It really seems to 
liftone up and out of one’s own self! 

This is the only way in which we can 
account for the women—even those 
not in the best of health—enduring 
the physical strain of five hours te- 
quired in making the ascent. Still, 
ladies have walked every step of the 
way at different times. Mrs. Stiel bas 
accomplished this and, in fact, if you 
would realize the fall joy and extent of 
the undertaking, walk! Walk, for the 
degree of labor required will ever the 
more perfectly record upon your mem- 
ory the most romantic and enchanting 
experience of a lifetime. 

The air now becomes more rare and 
exhilarating. The echo of your very 
tread, the murmurous rhythm of the 
Waving boughs, the ripple of a thou- 
sand brooks which run on and ever on, 
so far below us that their hiding 
place is cuncealed trom our gaze by 
the great trees in the depihs below. 

Oh,worshipper of Nature and oi Na- 
ture’s God! why abide you not here? 

All this seems to not inspire our 
s'ow-going animals, and Romeo, who 
has thus tar carried our fat compan- 
ion, now rebels and seems to say, 1 
have carried your 200 pounds far 
enough!” Nor does tue saw-log with 
which he has hitherto inspired the 
faithful animal have thedesired effect; 
sv at last he dismuunts and attewmpis 
to lead Romeo, but with poor succ -ss. 

Romeo cogitates; fat man does like- 
wise! Weare couvulsed with laugh- 
ter, when, as in a fit of desperation, he 
climbs again into the saddie, this time 
hind-side belore, and, seizing the poor 
animal by the tail, begins to griud. 

Romeo seems to treat it asa huge 
joke at ürst, but s on becomes inter- 
ested and amused, and looks around 
shyly us if to discover what was going 
to happen next. 

But soon this becomes too much for 
even the doukey to stand, and so he 
drags his weary length along; but, alas! 
soon we reach the top of the grade,and 
the muie upon which we have looked 
us u martyr brays and starts down 
bill on a run, to the great consterna- 
tion of the aforesaid fat mau 
who can neither stop the animal nor 
turn in the saddle! Wnoa, Romeo, 
poor Romeo! whoa! whoa!’ we hear 
echoed and reechoed through the 
cafions; but all to no purpose, for the 
animal seemed to be fully alive to the 
situation and would not siacken his 
speed until the bottom of the trail was 
reached, 

Poor man! he must have beeu jolted 
unmercifully and expected to be 
buried down the mountain-side each 
moment, and a misstep of an inch 
would probably have proved fatal to 
one or both the belligerents. 

WILSON’S PEAK HOTEL. | 

„And thus the end of all things 
ran, said I, as we sighted Stiel’s 
camp, which consists of a cluster of 
tents and canvas-covered buts on a 
backbone or promontory about half a 
mile this side of the observatory. 

Tbis loc tion commands, perhaps, 
the finest views of the Los Angeles 
and San Gabriel . Valleys of any spot 
onthe range, and so steep are the 
mountain sides here, and so narrow 
the ridge that 100 fleet down terra firma 
would not be more than 100 feet thick. 

After dinner we went = to the ob- 
servatory, were shown through and 
were very highly entertained. 

Descending tothe hotel we hada 
very pleasant dance and at a late bour 
the company dispersed. 

But IRE Tues has taken you over 
the worst of the journey up the moun- 
tain, and will now leave you to de- 
scend as best you can. H. L, 


BOARD OF EQUALIZATION. 


The Work of Rev'sion Completed—

Au Alaska Indian on full dress parade 
is therefore an edifying spectacle. He 
is in his judgment most artistic when 
he has succeeded in making himself 
most grotesque and ferocious in appear- 
ance, the main pointevidently being to 
entirely obscure what little physical 
charms nature has been good enough 
to endow him with. Perhaps in a 
higher degree than any other noble 
red man he possesses the universal 
prejudice against anything like in- 
dustry. His soul, ia other words, is 
above work. 

This is perhaps due to the fact that 
when he was lord of all he surveyed 
he earned a living quite easily. Of 
deer and bear meat be could secure

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AT TAHOE. 


Summering at the Famous 
Mountain Resort. 


EXPERIENCES OF AN ANGELENO, 


The Trip and the Cost—Hotels and 
Charges—Scenery and Water 
~—~Temperature— Boating 
and Fishing. 


McKInNey’s LANDING (Lake Ta- 
hoe. )*Aug. 2. 1890.—|Correspondence of 
Tun Times.| Lake Tahoe is not familiar 
by visitation to many of the citizens of 
Los Angeles, but there are few no 
doubt who have not heard or read of 
its remarkable beauty and charms. It 
is largely visited by citizens of San 
Francisco and the larger cities? of 
Northern California, while it is the 
main summer resort of the people of 
Carson, Reno, Virginia City and other 
places in Nevada. It may be interest- 
ing to some to know something of the 
way of getting here, the nature of the 
trip, the accommodations or stopping 
places at the lake, and of the approx- 
imate expenses in taking such a journey. 
The price of a round trip railroad 
ticket from Los Angeles City to the 
lake and return is 835.50. A ‘sleeper 
is extra of course, and if taken, will be 
required for two nights each way. The 
route is direct to Sacramento, and from 
thence up the mountains to the sum- 
mit, and on to Truckee. You 
take the stage at this place, 
and have a two hours, ride 
up the Truckee River through a 
pass in the mountains tothe lake. 

THE TRIP FROM TRUCKEE 

to this lake is a most romantic one; 

you follow the mean dering of the river 

and constantly rest your eyes on the 

crystal waters as they flow over the 

rocks, breaking now into a snowy foam 

or again widening out at intervals 
into miniature lakes, with old long 
pine and fir trees lying from the shore 
and projecting out upon the bottom: 

the bold mountains follow you, snow 
drifts not yet melted away, and clad to 
their bottoms with pine and fir trees, 
rising often to 100 or 150 feet in height. 

All along this drive up the river the 
eye catches the growth of the wild rose 
now in full bloom, and variegated in 
colors—here in pink, there in crimson, 
and again a brilliant yellow. In addi- 
tion to these are many varieties of 
wild flowers, all adding a pleasing 
charm to the beauty of this sixteen- 
mile ride up to the waters of the lake. 
This ride by stage is not otherwise 
wearving as the coach although capable 
of carrying sixteen passengers, is even 
then roomy, and as comfortable as such 
vehicles are ever made. ‘Lhe stage 
ride terminates a Tahoe City, a small 
tourist town at the north end of the 
lake. Here there are three good hotels 
and good accommodations can be had 
at from $10 to $14 per week. These 
terms can be betiéred when there isa 
family. 

On the arrival at Tahoe City, the 
lake opens before you 

LIKE A GREAT SEA. 

For a distance of tweuty-two miles 
Kt stretches southward, with an aver- 
‘uge width of about fifteen miles. In 
shape it is almost like an immense 
goose egg. It is surrounded on all 
sides by mountains that rise from 1000 
above the lake. These 
mountains do not rise precipitously 
from the water’s edge, but generally 
there is a slope, or a mesa, rising gently 
from the water, and extendin. back u 
mile or more until the mesa rises into 
the slope of the mountain side. Some- 
times the sides of the mountains can 
be easily scaled, at otbers they are 
steep, broken and precipitous, and rise 
in o veritable mountain summits, as at 
Rubicon Springs, where the mountain 


range is known as Rubicon Moun- 


tain,” and atthe southern extremity 
of the lake, where the mountain range 

known as Mount Tallac.’’ These 
mountain ranges form the summit of 
the Sierra Nevada mountains, and all 
summer long the snow remains in many 
places unmelted on the mountain sides 
or tops, and visible to the lake below. 
These mountains are irregular and 
broken, and éverywuere rise a huge 
pile, that never tires, but on the con- 
trary rests the eye as you gaze upon 
them. The State line that divides Caii- 
fornia and Nevada passes north and 
south, a little to the east of the center 
of the lake and Nature has certainly 
lavished her favors more liberally upon 
our own State side than upon the Ne- 
vada side, for the beauty of its scenery 
is almost entirely upon the California, 
or western shore. The mountains here 

are more beautifol. 
RUBICON AND TALLAC 
are both on this side, while the Em- 
erald Bay precipices and water fall 
are also on the same side; the company 
grounds and hotel sites are here also 
much more beautiful, while Nature 
has embellished these shores with al- 
most continual picnic grounds in the 
shade of grand old fir and cedar trees. 
These trees reach way up, often from 
the lake shore to the mountain summit, 
while at frequent intervals wide cafions 
and ravines break the mountain rise, 
and run from the shore ba k into the 
mountain range. The Nevada side is 
nearly destitute of these timbered 
mesas, Or ravines, while the mountains 
— lower and generally, far less attract- 
ve. 

The landscape view, however, of 
the entire lake is grand and inspiring, 
and its wondrous beauties have been 
written in prose and poetry ever since 
the Argonauts opened up a pathway 
to its silver waters. Mark Twain in 
his book called “Roughing It“, bas 
given a description of the lake that is 
truthful and humorous, while the fam- 
ous orator Starr King, in his published 
work gave perhaps as elegant a descrip- 
tion of it as has ever been penned. 

The lake is famed rather more partic- 
ularly in regard to the wonderful pur- 
| ofthe water. At an average distance 
of a quarter of a mile from the west- 
ern shore the bottom can be seen where 
the depth is by actual measurement 
106 feet. But at a distance of about a 
quarter of a mile from the shore the bot- 
tom generally abruptly falls to a depth 
of 800 feet, where there is a mesa, or 
second bench. This extends out for 
a mile or so farther where the bottom 
abruptly falls again to a depth of 1500 
feet, the bottom pitching to the north. 
By actual measurement by United 
States engineers for a distance of fifteen 
miles the bottom averages 1500 feet in 
to south—while in places 
it is 1645 feet deep. The remarkabie 
transparency of the water extends from 
the shore to the first bench about a 
quarter ofa mile out. It is of a bright 
emerald color to the bench, but trom 
the bench it becomes a bottie green in 
color across to the other side. The 
water close to the shore is very de- 

ceptive as to depth, owing to its purity. 
At, say, twenty feet frem the shorea 
stranger would estimate he depth at 
three fect, while it would be seven; 
adepth of fifteen feet does not 
appear to be over five; a depth of fifty 
feet does not appear over twenty. The 


wonderful purity of the water was ex- 
plained to us by John McKinney, the 
oldest hotel proprietor on the 
lake, to be owing to the fact 
that the water flowing into it 1s almost 
wholly from the meited snow of the 
mountains, that this comes down over 
granite pebbles and sand from the 
mountain ravines and is free from all 
sediment or minerals, and is as nearly 
pure and similar to the distilled water 
used by druggists in oy er 
medicines us it is possible to find it in 
nature. There are no rivers flowing 
into the lake, and hence no sediment is 
carried down. So Mr. McKinney’s ex- 
planation is entirely satisfactory. Of 
course it may be su posed that the 
temperature of this water is very low. 
That is true. At the surface it is now 
65°; but at 800 feet it is 44.5°, while at 
1506 eet it is 39.5°. 
MOIST AND UNPLEASANT. 

It has often been stated that the 
body of a drowned person never rises 
in this lake. This is true, and I have 
been ‘diligently endeavoring to ascer- 
tain the reason. Mr. McKinney states 
that Prof. Le Conté, formerly of the 
State University, also inquired into 
this question, and finally determined 
the reason to be owing to the fact that 
the sinking body, when it reaches a 
depth of 800 feet, at a temperature of 
44.5° reaches a point where the temper- 
ature forbids formation or decay; that 
no gas is formed in the body to cause it 
to rise, and that it remains upon the 
bottom until, by the action of the wa- 
ter, the flesh fails away from the bony 
framework of the body and disappears. 
It is commonly believed that this lake 
water has some peculiar and unknown 
property that causes bodies to sink 
never to rise again, and hence many 
who have gone in bathing in it, having 
soon become exhausted while swim- 
ming, owing to the rarity of the atmos- 
phere a this high altitude, which will 
not permit of the same muscular exer- 
tion asat a lower altitude, have con- 
cluded that the water is treacherous 
and dangerous to bathers, and thus 
fear to bath oreven go boating upon 
the lake. This, of course, is an error, 
and we can testify from personal exper- 
iment that no safer or more delightful 
bathing, when carefully pursued, can 
be found anywhere in fresh water than 
here. The water is now cool, being 
65°, but not so cool as the waterof the 
Bay at San Francisco, nor is it colder 
than the water at Santa Monica during 
the earlier part of the summer—say up 
to the middle of July. 

The usual winter fall of snow causes 
an average spring rise in the water of 
the lake of about 24 inches, but last 
winter occured the heaviest fall of 
snow known during the past 25 years. 
The snow began talling about the 20th 
of October, and ceased about the first 
of May last. During that time the fall 
was 661 inches of snow and 18 iuches of 
rain; as 12 inches of dry snow is equal 
to one inch of water, the total equiv- 
alentin rainfall was 73 inches, this, 
has raised the waters of the lake higher 
than they have ever been known before, 
while the time required to melt all the 
snowfall has deiayed the season up 
here far beyond the usual period. 

HOTEL ACCOMMODATIONS. 

The visitor having arrived at the 
lake, the first inquiry is: Where can I 
make myself the most comfortable and 
where can I get the most enjoyment or 
rest?“ If there was only one hotel on 
the lake, and that one situated at the 
most romantic spot, one would have no 
trouble, but there are about a dozen 
scattered along the shores at different 
points, so that a stranger feels 
lost in deciding where 
plant his baggage. Some visitors eo to 
one hotel, and remain there as long as 
they stay at the lake, others make a 
tour of the lake, beginning at Tahoe 
City, and stopping there a week or less, 
then moving on to another hotel, and 
so on until they make the grand tour; 
others go direct to the Taliac H ouse, 
on the southern shore of the lake, be 
cause it is the most fashionable place, 
and they remain there until it gets mo- 
notonous, when they return to their 
homes. It is better for the stranger to 
first decide where he likes it best, and 
then go to such place and remain. To 
all such who come with their families, 
the best plan is to leave the family at 
Tahoe City for several days, while he 
takes a trip around the lake in one of 
the two small iron steamers, visiting 
each . place, and thus satis- 
fying himself as to terms, as to rooms, 
as to location, boating, fishing, etc. 
He can thus decide where he can best 
content himself, and return and get 
his family. As we have already saic, 
the western shore is by far the most 
attractive, and there are three prin- 
cipal stopping places on that side 
where satisfactory accommodations 
can be had. 

The firs place after leaving Tahoe 
City on the steamer ie John McKin- 
ney’s, the oldest hotel on the lake, and 
is eight miles from Tahoe City. Here 
the fishing is claimed by old fishermen 
to be the best on the lake. 

McKinney’s is on high ground, 
and under the shade of old 
pines and firs. He has some 
twenty cottages, which are furnished 
and suitable for families or single per- 
sons. These are situated amidst the 
trees, but with an uninterrupted view 
of the lake. The surroundings here 
are superb; the walks, the boating, 
the woods, the view, all invite one to 
the anticipation of the utmost enjoy- 
ment, and we can say from experience 
no other place on the lake possesses 
quite so many attractions. Tue table 
may not be so varied as the Tallac, 
but the family rest and enjoyment is 
greater. There is no style attempted 
here. Guests are unpretending and 
sutisſled with plain, but good, sub- 
stantial ſare in return for the unfet- 
tered liberty with which they are per- 
mitted to boat and fish without extra 
charge, and to go and come as they 
like. This is a favorite place for people 
having children. The price is $12.00 
per week; families, special rates. 

The next stopping place is the 
Bellevue House, three miles below 
McKinney’s. This is a new hotel, 
more pretentious than McKinney’s. 
The hotel is two stories, and quite 
large. There are a number of cottages 
here also. The facilitios are good. The 
location is sightly, but the shade and 
surroundings are not specially invit- 
ing. The price here is $12.00 per 
week. Here are accomomdations for 100 
guests. 
1 AN EDITOR’S CABIN. 

At the north end of the place 
Mr. De Young, of the San Francisco 
Chronicle, owns a tract of 195 acres, 
with a nice log house a short distance 
from the water’s edge; the logs have 
been squared, and the house is as nice 
and neat as any one can desire for a 
summer’s —— Eight miles be- 
low the Bellevue is Emerald Bay—a 
small bay half a mile wide and extend- 
ing in from the lake a distance of three 
miles: This is a most romantic place, 
surrounded by the most beautiful 
scenery. The hotelison the edge of 
the head of the bay. Here the moun- 
tains tower up 3000 feet beyond the 
lake, rising very rugged and pre- 
cipitous, the range here being broken 
into a sort of gorge, down which a 
large stream of water flows over two 
separate falis of about 100 feet each. 
The water is broken by the rocks into 
a foaming, showery mass as it tumbles 
down these falle, which are seen the 
entire distance of Emerald Bay. The 


hotel here le excellent and the price 
$14 per week. There are cottages here 
also. This is famed for being the most 
beautiful place on the lake, but we 
judge that a few days’ sojourn here 
would satisfy anyone, as the. scen 

is too limited to give one that sense of 
space and distance that adds such a 
charm to the view f Tahoe. The color 
of the water of this bay is emerald 
green, hence its name. 

AT THE END. 

About five miles beyond Emerald 
Bay, on the southern end of Lake Ta- 
hoe, is the landing at th® Tallac 
House. This place is at the opposite 
extreme of the lake from Tahoe City, 
and from here, perhaps, the best view 
of this inland sea is obtained—as it 
stretches away far to the northward, 
The mountain view, however, is not so 

icturesaue as at other points on the 
ake. Mount Tallac stands off to the 
southwest, a distance of some five 
miles, where it rises above the rest of 
the range and reaches a height of ¥700 
feet above the level of the sea. The 
lake is 6216 feet above sea level, so 
that Tallac towers over 3000 feet above 
the lake. The Tallac House is owned 
by E. J. Baldwin, but is conducted by 
M. Lawrence & Co., who will in No- 
vember open the new hotel. The Oak- 
wood,“ at the Santa Anita ranch. The 
Tallac House is the largest hotel prob- 
ably on the lake, and as it isconducted 
after the style of the San Francisco 
hotels, and demands high prices, it 
obtains the patronage of those who 
want the best of everything and are 
willing to pay for such comforts. The 
prices here are from $2.50 to $3.50 per 
day, but the board is no better than at 
the other hotels named. For a 1 
and wife a single room can de had at 
$5 per day, no reduction for length of 
time of sojourn. There are a number 
of nice cottages scattered through the 
grounds, which are furnished and 
which are available for guests of the 
hotel who have families. This hotel 
has, including cottages, some seventy 
rooms, with accommodations for 130 
guests. At this hotel only do the 
guests dress for dinner. Here, also, is 
a good bath house, for lake bathing, 
and a livery where driving turnouts 
can be had. 

There are 

OTHER STOPPING PLACES 

on the California side of the lake where 
board can be obtained, but the five 
places named above are the principal 
ones at which visitors stay.

We of the South need warmer 
under and over clothing than at home, 
and unless we guard aguinst this we 
are apt to get chilled, the children to 
catch colds and the women to get out 
of condition. :

“I mean it’s a bitterly cold audience,“ 
replied the comedian, and he continued in 
a monologue, which was broken by occa- 
sional mad rushes to the stage, from which 
he returned prespiring and crosser than 
ever, if Hopper ever could be cross. 
“Frappe isa bit of stage slang which is 
gradually coming into general use. As 
ite originator I flatter myself it is some- 
what expressive and a trifle neat. 

“Have you ever thought, by the way, 
how terse and expressive the ty of 
stage slang is? No? Well, let me give 
you a few of the most common of our pro- 
fessional oxpressions, appending thereto 
a translation into the vulgar tongue, and 
then I think you will agree with me. 

“To ‘hog,’ for instance, means to try and 
get the laughterand applause which in the 
nature of things belong to your fellow per- 
formers—a more easy task to the experi- 
enced actor than an outsider would imag- 
ine, and one which is an especial favorite 
of some stars, who would take a fit if one 
of their company were to ‘get a hand.’ 

“There, that is another expressive term. 
What can be more significant of applause? 
A ‘jay’ is an outsider of any description. 

THE “ANGEL” AND THE “TOUT.” 

“*An angel’ is, I think, a delicious term. 

The angel is the meritorious individual 
who is backing a company or a star, and 
who, as a general rule, is gaining experi- 
ence and losing a little hard cash in the 
course of the operation.

France Buries All Its Citizens. 

It is the law in France for the govern- 
ment to bury all of its citizens. In that 
country funerals are a government monop- 
oly, and the undertakers are military of- 
ficers, ranking usually as majors or cap- 
tains. The finer the funeral the higher 
the rank of the official in charge, who is 
dressed, as a rule; in black velvet, with 
much gold lace,a sword and a cockade. 
The burial bureau in Paris occupies one of 
the largest buildings in the world. If you 
die there your relatives and friends are not 
censulted at all as to yourfuneral. The 
bureau upon receiving report of your death 
through the police takes its own steps to 
find out the social position and means of 
your family. 

In accordance with its information on 
these points the funeral is ordered. If the 
bureau decides that you ought to have a 
first class funeral you are compelled 
have it whether or no, and if it is not pai 
for promptly the family goods will be con- 
fiscated. The sort of funeral chosen for 
you will be one of eleven classes, as the bu- 
reau may direct, the expense descending 
from $5,000 for aa first class burial to $12 
for a tenth class interment. Paupers come 
in the eleventh class and are put under- 
ground for nothing.—Cor. Washington

PORT BALLONA. 


Increase in Summer Residents—

“A heavy body of regular form,” wrote 
Ericsson himself, as early as 1876, whose 
density is greater than that of atmospheric 


during its flight; while a submerged body, 
the weight of which is equal to the water 
it displaces, is not affected bythe earth’s 


tinue to move inastraight line until the 
motive power which propels it becomes 
less than the resisting force of the sur- 
rounding medium.” 

The advantages of the Destroyer over 
the ram are plainly apparent, and they 
form a part of the controlling idea in the 
construction of our new ships, where the 
ram and the torpedo both have a place. 
Having approached within range the De- 
stroyer was designed to send a torpedo 
through the water, aimed at the most vul- 
nerable part of the ship—the unarmored 
part below the water line. Against a force 
of 300 pounds of high explosives thus pro- 
jected in u vital spot water tight compart- 
ments would be of no avail. The ram, on 
the contrary, in making its attack must 
approach within extremely short range, 
her movements being proportionately ex- 
posed to the deadliest. sort of fre. In ram- 
ming she is subject to as severe a shock as 
her opponent. 

This was the method of defending the 
harbor of New York that John Ericsson 
so fondly cherished all through the last 
years of his life. At the time of his death 
the Destroyer was not completed. There
